worldly wisdom it may be called; but wisdom suit- 
-ed to the world in which it must be exercised. THe 
teaches both by flashes of sarcastic wit, and by the 
Kindest, geutlest insinuations, thé worth of in- 
tegrity, of charity, of infinite pity, of keep- 
$ng’ up heart aud hope, of sinewy man- 
Liness, of serous composure under the evils of lifo, 
of scurnfal detestation of whatever is base, treach- 
serous, false, or cowardly. His sardonic grimacos 
and cynical waya are only the vail over his fine, 
orncst, profound bumanities; attracting notice by 
their comotines grotesque expression, but never 
concosling quite the tender, kindly, generous na- 
taro of the hirauto, unpolished man, Whuta wosld 
of wisdom, of acquiescence in the higher Will, of 
Tove, of sentiment, of pathos, of-4ympatby, in the 
rollicking, convivial “ Ballad of  Bouilla- 
<¢,"" which whoso understands not, understands 
not Thackeray. But such shaggy, prickly uuts.as 
that, which in various forms abound in his writings, 
always contain tho sweetest and most previous 
meat. 

In point of literary execution, Mr. Thackeray 
stands unrivaled among English writers, His pel- 
fucid style flows directly from his transparent na- 
ture. No one condenses such a wealth of meaning 
In such brief phrases. The artless graco of his 
composition, though doubtless the frnit of tho high- 
est artistic skill, wins upon tho reader like the 
confiding narrative of a child, In its elegant sim- 
plicily, its clear-cut directness of expression, its 
often homely, though never careless vigor, his stylo 
bas a charm whichwis possessed by fow writers in 
any languazo, and the like of which is uot easily to 
be discovered in any literature. 

‘Pho world has lost in Mr. Thnekorey not merely 
oue of its most delightful writers, but one of its 
muost pplightened aud admirable yuides, is be- 
nignant wisdom, shining and smiling through the 
mask of Mephistopheles which. he loved to wear,

Tho pluntor who formerly 
hired a nogro elave obtained from $450 to £500 os tho 
result of his Inbor; now ho will abtein at least £2,500, 
while the laborer, ff ho chould obtain his entice 
year's wages will uly receive $2; 62 per head being 
Geducted to pay his medioul attendance, which Is never 
given. But tho poor freedman fares oven worse than 
this, Io does not get bis §7°per montis, ox S84 por 
annum, Joss §2 for mnedien! nlicndance, Ho only gots 
paid at thet rate for the actunl namber uf days which he 
muy Work, that fs 27, per duy, €0 that if the planter 
furnishes but ten days laberiu the month, the laborer 
recvivea but 2 70 for hismouth's labor. Was thoro 
over a greater iniquity than this? Iam confident that 
it is only necessnrs for this Commission to present theso 
fucts at Washington to have theta corrected.
